When Jezebel became the wife of 
King Ahab, she waged a gavage war- 
*fure against God’s prophets, killing all 
she could find, thus seeking to abolish 
the true religion and set up idolatry 
Instead. Elijah suddenly appeared, an­ 
nouncing the suspension of moisture 
(I Kings 17:1) as a Judgment upon 
the 
people 
for 
their Idolatry.

sounded three striking notes In his 
m essage: 
(1) "Aa the Lord God of Israel Br­ 
eth"—He knew that he represented 
the living God, therefore did not fear.

—Drought was tho punishment for 
Idolatry (Deut. l l :16, 17).

As soon us Elijah had delivered his 
message concerning the drought, he 
retired from the king’s sight, while 
the penalty of the king’s sins should 
be visited upon the land.

Says Prehistoric Birds 
of Kansas Had Teeth 


Birds once had teeth, but it was a 
long, long time ago. 
In, fact, It was 
In that period of the earth’s history 
when much of North America was 
covered by broad, .shallow seas that 
were dotted with low und almost bar­ 
ren islands. 
And upon these Islands 
rested some of the strangest of all the 
thousands of odd creatures that have 
lived in past ages 
birds that could not 
walk, and that had long beaks, armed 
with sharp teeth. 
These birds, de­ 
scribed in Science and Invention by 
Carroll Lane Fenton, department of 
paleontology, University of Michigan, 
are known from their skeletons, which 
have been preserved and turned Into 
stone In the chalk beds of western 
Kansas. 
Hesperomis, the western bird, as 
tills ancient dweller of Kansas bas 
been called, measured nearly five feet 
from tip to tip of his beak to the tip 
of his toes, 
in shape he was a good 
deal like the black and white loon, or 
bell diver of modern rivers and lakes, 
but, unlike that 
bird, he 
swam by 
means of his legs and feet alone, never 
trying to use wings. 
! 
Indeed, he could hardly have done 
so, for after ages of disuse, his wings 
had disappeared entirely, and there re­ 
mained but a few bones to show where 
they once had been. 
But stout legs 
and paddle-like feet were all he need­ 
ed to get about, either on the surface 
or below. 
His body was shaped Uke a 
submarine, while his neck had the driv­ 
ing force of a heron's. 
Once a fish 
was caught In the bird's long beak with 
Its backwardly directed teeth, It had 
no chance to escape.

About Sandy Hook. 


The military post of Fort Hancock, 
N. J., is situated on Sandy Hook, a 
sandy peninsula about a half mile in 
width and extending five railes north 
from the mainland of New Jersey. 
West of the peninsula lie Sandy Hook 
Rayland the Navesink river. 
To the 
east is the Atlantic ocean. 
The north 
end of Sandy Hook points straight 
across Ambrose channel to Coney in­ 
land. 
Sandy Hook was first surveyed 
in 1685, and at that time was only 
one-fourth its present size. 
More than 
half the present population of Fort 
Hancock is living on ground Which 
previous to 1764, was the bed of tin- 
ispean. 
Chaplain William IL Arnold 
has prepared an article for the F lu t­ 
ed States Army Recruiting News, tell­ 
ing the history of the fort. 
He say • 
“Before 1778. Sandy Hook was con 
nected with the highlands of Navesink 
by a narrow isthmus which separated 
Sandy Hook bay from the Navesink 
and Shrewsbury’ rivers, which had af 
that point mingled their waters and 
flowed into the Atlantic ocean through 
Shrewsbury inlet between what are now 
tin* towns of Highland and Seabridge 
Thirty years

Farm women of Charleston, county, 


j S. C., sold 5,441 pounds of poultry and 
IO,.188 dozen eggs during 1923, as com­ 
pared with OOO pounds of market poul­ 
try and 1,000 dozen eggs in 1920. 
Th la large increase iii three years was 
I accomplished, on the part of extension 
workers co-operatively directed by the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture and the state agricultural ool- 
I loges, by constantly emphasizing the 
value of pure bred poultry and of the 
; need of grading all products. The 
; home demonstration agent rendered 
’ ull possible assistance In the market­ 
ing of these products, but the good 
| results are attributed largely to Hie 
fact that at every meeting held, no 
| matter what subject was discussed, 
poultry was advised as a means of 
increasing the home Income. Out of 
138 women enrolled In home demon­ 
stration work, 70 Unproved their flocks 
by the purchase of standard-bred cock­ 
erels or baby chicks.

In addition to selling poultry, 3,- 
337 pounds of butter and fresh vege­ 
tables, amounting to $2,368.50, were

money 
earned by the women In these ways 
was divided into three portions. One 
part was laid away for a rainy day, 
one part was spent in supplying spe­ 
cial needs of the children or for food or 
clothing, and the third part was spent 
for home Improvements. Among these

modeled by having additions, 
new 
floors, or new lighting systems.

Alfalfa hay fed to sows during the 
winter months tends to Insure healthy 
! litters of pigs. 
Alfalfa is rich In pro­ 
tein and minerals and furnishes thes-*- 
elements at low cost. There are three 
ways in which It cho be fed: Let the 
sows eat It from the stack, feed it in 
| a suitable rack, or add about five or 
■ ten pounds of chopped alfalfa or al­ 
falfa leaves to IOO pounds of a grain 
mixture. The leaves can be gathered 
up from the barn floor where the haj­ 
is fetched from the mow. 
Some suggested rations suitable for 
a 250-pound sow are us follows: Al­ 
falfa hay, five or six ears of com. 
one-fourth pound of tankage; alfalfa 
hay, two or three pounds of corn: 
alfalfa hay, three or four pounds of 
grain, one gallon of skim milk.

trial centers, however, and thousands 
of children from the cities have been 
! taken to the farm s 
to live until 
the 
famine is over.’’ 
“The food shortage which Germany 
faces is the sam e shortage faced by 
the other central European countries 
except that Germany being much more 
| of an industrial country 
than 
th e 
I others is hard er Hit,” Frotessor Mor­ 
ris said 
in his 
address 
before 
the 
m inisterial association, 
j 
“ Before the war Germ any produced 
75 per cent of her food supply. 
This 
(m eant that 15,UUU,duo of her 
people 
I were dependent 
upon imported food. 
In 1922 foods imported were 
but 43 
per cent of the am ount imported in 
1913. This would m ean a great short­ 
age of food unless it was made up b> 
increased 
production 
within 
the 
■ country. As a m atter of fact domestic 
production has fallen off in Germany 
as it has fallen off in Austria, Poland 
I and other central European countries. 
In J922 Germany produced but 48 per 
bent of a normal w heat 
crop, 52 per 
cent of a rye t-rojp- 
47 p»*r cent of a 
normal wheat crop 52 per cent of ryes 
crop, 47 per cent of a normal t rop of 
oats and $0 per cent of its usual sugar 
beet crop. 
“ Altho an attem pt is being made to 
give only temporary relief until the 
full h arv est tin* country will face tho 
{ uuie situation again next year unless 
lier industries arc reorganized. 
G er­ 
many cannot .produce food enough to 
feed her own people and the only way 
she can become self supporting again 
is to start 
m anufacturing 
products 
which may be 
exchanged 
in other 
countries for food supplies/’
